23. (previously presented) The method of claim 1 6, wherein said automatically 
facilitating comprises visually indicating a portion of the user design associated with the 
failure. \ 

24. (previously presented\ The method of claim 23, wherein said visually indicating 
comprises highlighting the portion of the user design associated with the failure. 

25. (previously presented) ThAmethod of claim 23, wherein visually indicating 
comprises generating and displaying a graphical representation of a light bulb. 

26. (currently amended) An apparatus comprising: 
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^storage medium having stored therein a plurality of programming instructions, 
which when executed, the instructions cause the apparatus to generate a failure 
indication qpon encountering a failure during an operation performed for a user design, 
and automatically facilitate a user in determining a location of the failure and 
determining absolution for the failure. 

27. (previousl^resented) The apparatus of claim 26, wherein said programming 
instructions, which when executed, cause the apparatus to encounter an occurrence of 
one or more softwara events that are to result in at least one of an error and a warning. 

28. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 26, wherein said programming 
instructions, which when executed, cause the apparatus to generate and display a user 
interface having a title indicative of the operation during which operation, the failure was 
encountered. \ 

29. (previously presented) Tne apparatus of claim 26, wherein said programming 
instructions, which when executed, cause the apparatus to generate and display one or 
more expandable error messagesA

35. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 33, wherein said programming 
instructions, which when executed, cause the apparatus to generate and display a

36- (currently amended) An article of manufacture having stored therein a plurality of 
programming instructions, which when executed the instructions cause a machine to 
generate a failure indication upon encountering a failure during an operation performed 
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fo\a user design, and automatically facilitate a user in determining a location of the 
failure and determining a solution for the failure. 

37. (previously presented) The article of manufacture of claim 36, wherein said 
programming instructions, which when executed, cause the machine to encounter an

38. (previouslyWesented) The article of manufacture of claim 36, wherein said 
programming instructions, which when executed, cause the machine to generate and 
display a user interface having a title indicative of the operation during which operation, 
the failure was encountered.

44. (previously presented) The article of manufacture of claim 43, wherein said 
programming instructions, which when executed, cause the machine to highlight the 
portion of the user desigh associated with the failure.
